FOUGHT BY GAME BIRDS 


Tales of the Old-time Cocking Mains When Champion Birds 
Fought Savagely For Hours. 





HOW A CLEVER HANDLER SAVED HIS MONEY.

Saved a Bird That Was Apparently Dead and Sent Him Into the Pit Again, 
Where He Killed His Opponent.

Cock fighting, once a favorite sport in South Caro- 
lina, has lostits popular favor. This lack of interest 


has not, however, affected the breeds of game chickens, } 


but has stimulated the interest among fanciers. This 
may seem strange, but it is not. 

The breeders find a steady demand for good fighters, 
and they are shipping Mugwumps and Warhorses to 
Havana and into many States where the sport is con- 
ducted quietly and for big stakes. A denier said the 
other day that a lack of interest had given the breed- 
ers more time to attend to tieir business, 

“With fights going on ail over the State,” 
he said, “the breeders left their chickens to 
the care of trifling negroes, and they pitted 
very fine roosters which would have com- 
manded good prices in Cuba. When fights 
were numerous the pick of the thorough- 
breds were ‘illed and wounded here, but 
now that the sport is dead the owners are 
making an easy living by watching the mar- 
kets. There is always a heavy demand for 
South Carolina game chickens.” 

Some of the most famous fights in this 
country were held at Ten-Mile Hill, near 
Charleston. An amphitheatre was erected 
there wit.) a seating capacity for nearly 1,000 
persons. Many thousands of dollars changed 
bands there on the result of the struggles of 
the birds. 

When the last interstate main was held at 
Ten-Mile, a negro from one of the sand hill 
counties appeared one mcrning with a game- 
cock that had a clean record of twenty-seven 
victorious battles. He offered to mutch him 
against any other bird from South Carolina 
or Georgia for $1.000, but no match could be 
made, 

Pretending to be disgusted with the lack of 
sporting interest the negro packed the bird 
and shipped him away on the next train. 
That afternoon the bird was sent back to 
Ten-Mile, but this time another man had 
him. The bird was brought back as « ringer and won 
two splendid fights, while the owners cleaned up $1,565 
on bis gameness. 

‘These two fights at the hill gave the rooster a clean 
record of twenty-nine victories, and he had not lost 80 
much as an eye in the struggle. He was we | built, was 
quick with his feet and generally killed his enemy on 
the first flop. 


There has been bitter rivalry between the owners of | 


Mugwumps and Warhorses. And in the hundreds of 
figiits between birds of the two strains the question of 
supremacy has never been fully determined. There 
was always a flood of money from the bettors when a 
Warhorse was pitted against a Mugwump 

“This thing of betting on a chicken fight,” said a 
gray-baired man, “is a great deal worse than following 
the races. When fights were pulled off every night in 
Charleston a few winters ago, one of the big gamblers 
made book on every event. He told me that he cleaned 
up $5,000, and I am sure his estimate was correct. 

“Tt rather startles one to think that a man would bet 
#1,000 on a chicken fight, but I have often seen it done, 
Sometimes the bouts lasted for an hour, while on other 


occasions the money was lost with one clean stroke of | 


the gaffs.

‘Jeffries’ touring plans with Fitzsimmons threaten 
to interfere and the match agreed upon for next May 
may come to naught. There are no articles, no signa- 
tures and no forfeits to bind the thing—nothing but 
Jefiries’ word that he would give Corbett a fight. I 
was a witness to this, and there is a moral obligation 
involved which Jeffries cannot well override. The 
champion figures it out that he can make more money 
in exhibitions than he cun earn in a fight against Cor- 
bett. This may or may not be so. Corbett bas Jeffries 
promise for a return battle, and the champion ts in 
honor bound to make this promise good, even at the 
sacrifice of money. Corbett has been working for 
nearly six months now on the strength of this 
promise, and the premier heavyweight of the wort 
will make an egregious error unless he lives up to hix 
word,” 

That is the first IT heard about any promise bavine 
been made by Jeffries, although Corbett'’s mantiee 
endeavors to bring about a fight indicuted that eo 
difficulty would be experienced by the chanipler 
dodging the issue. Corbett is his only elicthle riwe 
now, and before Jeffries can give consideration to any 
other person’s challenge he is in duty bound to attend t 
the defi of the man who gave him the livelest fight of 
his entire career. Corbett imagines Jeff ix not anxious 
to fight him again and will utilize any opportunity to 
avoid doing so. When he heard that Jefiries recently 
said he (Corbett) had named impossible terms regardd- 
ing the division of the money and tat this would be 
sufficient excuse for him to decline a meeting, Corbett 
became very strenuous and said: 

“Jim Jeffries isa liar it he says that I have dictated 
to him how the purse shall be divided. I have simply 
challenged Jeffries and have named no conditions 
about the division of the purse. Anyway, I don’t see 
why Jeffries should not split it. He has with every 


fighter that has met him yet. If lhe doesn’t taxe on 


} some man and get into a fight pretty soon he will lose 


his prestige when he comes East. All that I can do is 
to keep at him.”’ 

And that is what he is doing.
